Council eyes 
electronic polls

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Electronic ballots and touch¬ 
screen voting for Advance Voting 
stations could be piloted during 
the 2013 municipal election, 
according to a report heading for 
city council on Wednesday. 

“1 certainly would like to see us 
explore it,” Coun. Ben Henderson 
said yesterday. “The hope would 
be that it would make it more con¬ 
venient and easier for people.” 

The city has had electronic vote 
counting for a number of years, 
said Henderson, referring to the 
introduction of vote tabulators 
during the 1989 municipal elec¬ 
tion, but ballots are still cast in 
person on paper. 

E-voting includes Internet vot¬ 
ing on a dedicated website, elec¬ 
tronic ballots usually sent through 
email and telephone voting where 


a secure access code is followed 
by a series of prompts. 

“1 think it’s a great idea if they 
can work out the logistics of it,” 
said Coun. Tony Caterina, adding 
it could increase the number of 
voters in younger demographics. 

Both he and Henderson said it 
would be necessary to ensure that 
the technology is sound, and the 
results fair and equitable. 

A report on the feasibility of 
the technology, along with e-vot- 
ing options, costs and use will be 
presented to councillors next fall. 

Henderson said it’s likely to be 
costly at first but that savings will 
come in the long run. 

Whether any e-voting occurs in 
2013 remains to be seen, but Cate¬ 
rina said it’s an inevitable step to 
take. 

“Certainly not just municipal¬ 
ities, but provincial and federally 
this is going to be a viable way of 
voting.”

The report also says: 

More than 30 municipalities in 
Ontario and four in Nova Scotia 
provide e-voting opportunities to 
complement traditional voting. 

;► In 2004, Halifax Regional Munici¬ 
pality began conducting polls, in 
which 70 per cent of respondents 
were in favour of implementing 
e-voting as an option. 

!► Online voting in Canada debuted 
in Markham, Ont., in 2003, and 
while there was only a moderate 
increase in voter turnout, 25 per 
cent of previous non-voters said 
they voted solely because of 
online convenience.

“No one wants to con¬ 
trol student behaviour or 


ity.” 

Colten Yamagishi, stu¬ 
dent union vice-president. 
Student Life, credits alco¬ 
hol-free campus program¬ 
ming for the lower number 
of habitual drinkers. 

He said he would have 
preferred that report rec¬ 
ommendations look at 
“the bigger picture” rather 
than offering “polarizing” 
stats such as an increase in 
vandalism on the much 
smaller Campus Saint- 
Jean.

(21.8 per cent) of students 
reported binge drinking 
(five or more drinks) when 
they did drink. 

► Just two per cent reported 
binge drinking daily, but 
18.9 per cent said they 
binge-drink weekly.

Following a forced tem¬ 
porary closure because 
of a shooting last 
month, an Edmonton 
restaurant-turned- 
nightclub has ceased 
operation.

a response,” she said 
yesterday. 

Early on Nov. 6, 
police said a lone gun¬ 
man fired a shotgun 
through the wooden 
front door of the night¬ 
club, located at 107 Av¬ 
enue and 107 Street. 

That wasn’t the first 
trouble at the location, 
prompting the PSCT to 
recommend the city 
close the business down 
for 14 days. 

An appeal was ready 
to ask for continued clo¬ 
sure, said Chapdelaine, 
but wasn’t necessary. 

“In the end it’s what 
we would have hoped 
for,” she said.

Faille to lead 
Bloc Quebecois 

MONTREAL Former MP 
and provincial cabinet 
minister Daniel Paille is 
the new leader of the 
Bloc Quebecois.

Earthquake 
rocks Mexico 

MEXICO CITY. A 

magnitude-6.5 
earthquake struck in 
Mexico’s western 
Guerrero state, shaking 
buildings and causing 
panic in the nation’s cap¬ 
ital and the Pacific resort 
of Acapulco. Officials said 
at least three people 
died, but there were no 
reports of widespread 
damage. 

The U.S. Geological 
Service initially estimat¬ 
ed the quake at 
magnitude at 6.8, but 
downgraded it to 6.7 and 
then 6.5. A quake of that 
magnitude is capable of 
causing severe damage. 

Mexico’s Interior De¬ 
partment said the quake 
was felt in parts of nine 
states.

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Medvedev vows probe into 
election-fraud allegations 

O Russian president’s announcement on Facebook met with criticism 


Russian President Dmitiy 
Medvedev announced on 
his Facebook page yester¬ 
day that he has ordered a 
probe into the allegations 
of electoral fraud during 
the country’s Dec. 4 parlia- 
mentaiy vote. 

Many Facebook users 
asked Medvedev whether 
he really disagrees with the 


protest’s main slogan, 
“We’re for fair elections.” 
Some wrote that 
Medvedev’s message made 
them even more deter¬ 
mined to take part in the 
next planned rally against 
electoral fraud — on Dec. 
24. 

Tens of thousands of Rus¬ 
sians rallied in Moscow and 


other cities on Saturday in 
the largest anti-government 
protest in the nation’s post- 
Soviet histoiy to protest al¬ 
leged fraud in the 
parliamentaiy election and 
to demand the departure of 
Prime Minister Vladimir 
Putin. 

Medvedev yesterday 
broke two days of silence by 


posting a comment on his 
Facebook page. “1 disagree 
with the slogans as well as 
with the speeches that 
were made at the rallies,” 
he said, but added that he 
gave instruction for a check 
of the reports of fraud. He 
did not mention who 
would cany out the probe.

O IMF projects Egypt’s economic growth to be only 1.2 per cent this year, down from around 5 per cent in 2010 


Eg 5 ^t’s new interim prime 
minister broke into tears 
in front of journalists yes¬ 
terday as he spoke about 
the state of the country's 
economy, saying it was 
“worse than anyone imag¬ 
ines.” 

Egypt’s transition in the 
months since Hosni 
Mubarak’s ouster has been 
rocky, with protests 
against the military coun¬ 
cil leading the process, an 
increase in crime and the 
battering of the tourism in¬ 
dustry that was once a pil¬ 
lar of the economy. 

Kamal el-Ganzouri, the 
third temporary prime 
minister since Mubarak’s 
ouster in February, said his 
priorities were the restora¬ 
tion of security and eco¬ 
nomic progress. 

At one point in his news 
conference, el-Ganzouri 
teared up as he recalled 
seeing “an Eg 5 Aptian man 
on TV saying, T want secu¬ 
rity, not bread.’” 

He said austerity meas¬ 
ures were needed to start 
reducing the deficit but 
that no new taxes will be 
imposed. 


Interim leader 


► El-Ganzouri blamed the 
last decade of Mubarak's 
30-year rule and the 
corruption that took place 
then for the ballooning 
deficit. 

► El-Ganzouri is himself a 
Mubarak-era prime minis¬ 
ter who served from 1996 
to 1999 , but he has not 
been tainted by 
corruption. 

► Still, protesters who dislike 
him for his part in the old 
regime have been camped 
in front of el-Ganzouri's of¬ 
fice in downtown Cairo, 
forcing him to hold meet¬ 
ings at the Ministry of 
Planning in a Cairo suburb. 

El-Ganzouri said his gov¬ 
ernment will not consider 
loans from the Internation¬ 
al Monetary Fund until the 
outlook of the Eg 5 ^tian 
budget becomes clear. 

“Solidarity is needed to 
face the economic crisis 
and security problem for 
citizens to be pleased with 
the revolution,” he said.

I was never sure I would ever see any 
benefit from doing so. However, if you 
have been to our airport recently, you 
can see that the fees that everyone has 
paid over the years have actually paid 
off. It is a much nicer place than it used 
to be and it has started to look like a 
major city airport. 

I wish I could feel the same way about the civic tax¬ 
es I pay. For as long as I can remember, it has seemed 
as if we have paid about five per cent more each year 
for the pleasure of living 
here. And that doesn’t in¬ 
clude the taxes that are 
disguised as user fees and 
utility charges. 

I don’t mind paying tax¬ 
es. I would pay even more 
taxes if I could see a real 
return. 

Is it just me or does it 
seem like we pay more in 
taxes each year and really 
don’t see too much in the 
way of real improvements 
in our city? 

Our downtown doesn’t 
look significantly different 
than it did 20 years ago 
save for the new art 
gallery and the Windspear. 
The LRT is longer than it 
used to be, but that has 
taken more than 30 years 

to achieve. 

So where has all our tax money gone? I’m not sure 
that I have ever gotten a clear idea of where new tax 
dollars go and what benefit we get. 

The one thing that I am sure of is that areas within 
the civic administration know how to build empires. 

Right now about 58 per cent of the budget goes to 
employee costs. 

What on earth do all those people do? If we take the 
police, transit and outside workers out of the mix, we 
still have a lot of people who take our tax money and 
in return provide us with ... what? I don’t have an an¬ 
swer to that question. 

Our current mayor has often expressed frustration 
about what things cost and how many civic 
employees are required to provide the services we re¬ 
ally need. 

One can only hope that his frustration turns into ac¬ 
tion on the part of our next mayor. 

With a little luck, he or she will make the adminis¬ 
tration’s justification of our civic pa 3 n:oll a top priority.

The coveted Grammy 
Award for Album of the 
Year, honouring their lat¬ 
est release The Suburbs, 
kicked off a slew of hon¬ 
ours won by the Montreal- 
based indie band in 2011. 

By the end of the year, 
they had also swept the 
same categories at the 
Juno, Polaris and Brit 
awards, and taken home 
anglophone album of the 
year from Quebec’s L’Autre 
Gala de L’ADISQ, 

After giving an interna¬ 
tional shout-out to their 
Montreal hometown at the 
Grammys, they also found 
time to say thanks to their 
local fans in September 
with a free outdoor show 
downtown, which packed 
in around 100,000 people. 

And that gratitude is 
about to continue into the 
new year as the band says 
it’s going to invest in help¬ 
ing young artists while also 
working on their next 
undisclosed recording proj¬ 
ect. 

“Their success has gone 
beyond anyone’s wildest 


dreams — even them, I be¬ 
lieve,” says Dan Seligman, 
the creative director and 
co-founder of the Pop Mon¬ 
treal indie music festival, 
which hosted the outdoor 
concert. 

Seligman, who has 
booked the band often dur¬ 
ing the 10 years of his festi¬ 
val and in other gigs, says 
any attention Arcade Fire 
gets benefits the local mu¬ 
sic scene. 

“The hope is that it’ll 
continue to help other 


bands get attention and be¬ 
come successful, touring 
musicians and have ca¬ 
reers.” 

Leah Greenblatt, a sen¬ 
ior editor at New York- 
based Entertainment 
Weekly magazine, said 
that even though they had 
been around for a while.

With Lany Ragman 
reprising his role as the 
conniving Texas oilman, 


filming is underway at loca¬ 
tions all over the city for 
TNT’s new television series 
Dallas, which will also see 
the return of Patrick Duffy 


as J.R.’s brother Bobby and 
Linda Gray as J.R.’s ex-wife 
Sue Ellen, along with a new 
generation of Ewings.

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Monitoring future deforestation 

O Richard Branson promises to use his satellites to keep an eye on forests O Speaks to Metro about nuclear war

Sir Richard Branson has a 
message: we can save our 
Earth from nuclear Am- 
ageddon and environmen¬ 
tal meltdown alike. 

With Cutnukes.org, 
Branson pushes for fewer 
atomic bombs. His airliners 
use waste as fuel, and he 
has created a sanctuary for 
Malagasy lemurs displaced 
by deforestation. Now he 
plans to monitor global de¬ 
forestation with satellites, 
he tells Metro. 

You’re about to open a 
reserve for ringtailed lemurs 
that have been displaced by 
deforestation in Madagascar. 
Are you planning to help oth¬ 
er species that have been dis¬ 
placed by deforestation? 

The lemur is such a 
beautiful species. We sim¬ 
ply have to save the lemurs, 
and I’m trying to help other 
species as well. 

For the past several 
months I’ve travelled 
around the world to save 
sharks, and soon I’ll be trav¬ 
elling to India to try to save 
the blue tiger. 

When it comes to defor¬ 
estation, of course humans 
who have been displaced 
are very important, but ani¬ 
mal species are equally im¬ 
portant. More important, 
actually. 

Deforestation is often caused 
by local subsistence farmers. 
What’s the solution? 

One thing we can do 
about illegal logging is dis¬ 


cover it before it’s too late. 
That’s why I’ve just 
launched a new initiative 
based at my spaceport. 
We’ll run have satellites 
that will monitor forests to 
see where forests are being 
cut down. 

You’re in favor of eliminating 
nuclear weapons. Why should 
good countries get rid of their 


nuclear weapons when bad 
countries still have them? 

They shouldn’t com¬ 
pletely eliminate them. 
What we’re suggesting is 
that nuclear weapons states 
get rid of their nuclear 
weapons in steps. From a 
deterrent point of view, a 
country only needs 300 nu¬ 
clear weapons. Getting rid 
of nuclear weapons would 


save a lot of money and 
would solve many of the 
world’s current deficit prob¬ 
lems. 

In other words, is the global 
recession a good thing for nu¬ 
clear disarmament? 

Definitely. For example, 
one of the easiest things 
President Obama could do 
to solve the US budget crisis 


is getting rid of 1,000 nu¬ 
clear warheads. 

Is your interest in nuclear 
weapons an extension of your 
green involvement? 

Yes. I’ve been visited Hi¬ 
roshima and Nagasaki to 
see the effects of nuclear 
weapons. And it’s an exten¬ 
sion of my interest in solv¬ 
ing global conflicts.

That’s why 1 fund The 
Elders, an organization 
founded by Nelson Mandela 
that works to solve global 
conflicts. 

The world has been talking 
about environmental 
problems for so long. Do you 
see any reasons for optimism? 

Absolutely. We have to 
deal with environmental 
problems in an entrepre¬ 
neurial spirit. For example. 
Virgin’s new aviation fuel 
uses waste from steel mills. 
Millions of jobs could be 
created worldwide by 
greening our cities. 

The environment would 
benefit, the cities would 
benefit, regular people 
would benefit, and it would 
stop money pouring out to 
the Middle East. 

Even if we solve all the 
world’s environmental prob¬ 
lems, the world might be 
wiped out if Iran drops a nu¬ 
clear bomb.... 

If Iran dropped a nuclear 
bomb nuclear weapon 
states would quickly obliter¬ 
ate Tehran, so 1 don’t think 
it will. 

The bigger risk is terror¬ 
ists using nuclear weapons, 
but we have to set a moral 
example so terrorists don’t 
feel the need. 




















ift cards — a 
phenomenon that seemed 
new in 2000 — have 
practically taken over 
holiday gift giving. 

The vast majority of retail 
companies now offer them, said Brent 
Houlden, national retail leader for 
Deloitte Canada. “From the eustomer’s 
point of view it’s all personalization, 
and simplicity, and convenience,” he 
explained. 

Simply put, gift cards are the answer 
to an age-old problem — the unwanted 
gift, said Houlden. 

The beauty of a gift card is that it lets 
the gift recipient choose exactly what 
they want, said Tiffany Bourre, external

communications manager for Hudson’s 
Bay Company. 

“It virtually eliminates the guess work 
from gift purchasing,” said Bourre. It 
also eliminates the possibility of returns 
(and in some cases offending the gift 
giver by doing so).” 

That said, the gift card still needs to 
suit the recipient, she advised. “There is 
no question that gift cards have become 
a more accepted alternative for 
gift giving in general, but fair 
to say that often they slant to a 
younger demographic.” 

Whatever your age, on many 
occasions gift cards make sure that gift 
givers and recipients avoid 
embarrassment or hard feelings, said 
Houlden. “If you bought me the red hat 
and I didn’t want the red hat, then 
you’re upset because I didn’t like your 
taste,” he explained. “That’s why gift 
cards have taken off so much.” 

The only problem is that they can 
seem a little impersonal, said Houlden. 



“If I’m giving you a wedding gift and 
I just give you cash, there’s no 
emotional connection there,” Houlden 
said. People want to be remembered for 
the gifts they give, he explained. 

Now companies are looking for ways 
that gift givers can easily personalize 
their gift cards — digitally. In the next 
few years we’ll see techologies tailored 
to allowing gift givers to send a 
personalized photo or video along with 
their gift cards, said Houlden. 

Buyers can also get gift cards online 
without having to set foot in a store. 
Many brands have them available to 
purchase online, so they’re easy to send 
to faraway friends and family. 

The future is mobile and the days of 
the plastic gift card are numbered, said 
Houlden. “One person will send a gift 
card to another electronically and it’ll 
just load into the gift recipient’s cell 
phone,” he predicted. 

“I think it’s the next generation that 
people should be watching for.”

A new study suggests that 
feeling powerful really 
does go to people’s heads 

— and that’s a good thing. 
The study was co-au- 

thored by Li-Jun Ji, a pro¬ 
fessor at Queen’s 
University and a social 
psychologist who special¬ 
izes in relationships be¬ 
tween culture and 
thinking. 

Power — defined as the 
ability to influence others 

— makes people think 
differently, says Ji.

Tracking the North 
American noggin 

► Ji and Miyamoto's study 
also found that North 
Americans with high so¬ 
cioeconomic status 
tended to display more 
analytical thinking than 
those of lower status. 


In North America, a 
feeling of power leads to 
thinking in a focused and 
anal 3 d;ical way, and Ji says 
that that’s a good way to 
think when pursuing per¬ 
sonal goals in this society. 

Thinking analytically 
allows you to focus on a 
goal and how to achieve it 
without being distracted 
by the surroundings or 
context, she says. 

“What’s most interest¬ 


ing about this study is the 
idea that thinking is flexi¬ 
ble, not rigid or innately 
pre-programmed,” says Ji. 
“We are able to attune 
our style of thinking to 
the needs of the situation. 

“However, the specific 
ways we might attune our 
thinking seems to depend 
on our cultural back¬ 
ground.”

sin-Madison, has also 
looked at Japanese partici¬ 
pants and found that in 
general.

Holistic thinking, in 
contrast to analytical 
thinking, is more rela¬ 
tionship and context-fo¬ 


cused, Ji explains. 

To induce feelings of 
power for the study, par¬ 
ticipants were asked to re¬ 
member times when they 
had influenced others. 

Memories people re¬ 
called included making a 
shy roommate more out¬ 
going, influencing people 
to buy products and lead¬ 
ing a struggling soccer 
team to victory. 

Participants were then 
asked to perform tasks — 


such as writing a descrip¬ 
tion of a friend — to as¬ 
sess how analytically they 
were thinking. 

The more analytical 
thinkers tended to use ad¬ 
jectives more frequently, 
whereas more holistic 
thinkers were likely to 
use more verbs. 

The research was pub¬ 
lished in the Personality 
and Social Psychology Bul¬ 
letin.

Jon (Bones) Jones is look¬ 
ing ahead to a vacation 
and several months off.

“1 just don’t see any¬ 
body beating this guy any 
time soon,” UFC president 
Dana White said after 
Jones choked out Lyoto 
(The Dragon) Machida at 
4:26 of the second round 
to retain his title at UFC 
140 Saturday night.

Jones, just 24, believes 
that is exactly his destiny 
and he is well on his way 
to getting there. 

Saturday’s win complet¬

The former junior col¬ 
lege wrestling champion 
stopped up-and-comer 
Ryan (Darth) Bader in Feb¬ 
ruary, then dethroned 
Mauricio (Shogun) Rua in 
March. In September, he 
beat former title-holder 
Quinton (Rampage) Jack- 
son.

Three champions beaten. 

“Jon Jones is the real 
deal,” said White. “He’s 
had an incredible schedule 
this year fighting all the 
best in the world.”
